f he challenge isn’t just 
jumping off a 50-foot 


cliff,” says Steve Graham, 25, a 
world-class extreme boarder. “It’s 
doing a trick while you're in the 
air and then safely landing it.” 

Steve has pushed the limits of 
snowboarding since he started 
riding in 1985. “Extreme 
snowboarders are just trying to 
push it a little more—and keep 
breathing,” Steve says. 

Steve, who makes riding off 
cliffs look as easy as stepping off 
a street corner, admits there is 
danger. “It’s not like I just ride 
off anything,” he says. “You

plan your course. The only way 
to deal with danger is by being 
smart. Knowing when not to 
jump keeps you out of the 
hospital.” 

So he’s careful—but he will 
hurl himself off 50-, 60- or even

is the desire and the guts to go

What also puts the “extreme” 
into Steve’s snowboarding are 
the gymnastics he does when 
he’s airborne. “At a certain 
point you reach your fastest 
speed, and then you want to 
learn the rad tricks,” he says. 

Steve’s tricks sound like a 
dictionary of snowboard-speak. 
When he turns, “I carwe—I use 
the board’s edge to turn instead 
of sliding everywhere.”

When he hits a bump, 

“Tl catch air,” Steve says—and 
the higher and longer the jump, 
the more air you’ve got to work 
with.

Itrarunners take marathon racing to the end of 

extreme. Most people can’t even run the typical 
marathon distance—26 miles. But these raging 
ultrarunners go for 50, 100, even several hundred 
miles. There are also timed races where runners see 
how far they can go in 24 or 48 hours. Randi 
Bromka is the U.S. National Champ with a 
mind-boggling record of 138.3 miles in 24 hours. 

But it’s not just distance that makes ultrarunning 
so intense—it’s the places runners gallop through, 
over and around. Many races go over mountains up 
to 17,000 feet high, and the dangers are real. 

“T’ve been chased off mountain tops by sudden 
thunderstorms,” Randi says. “I’ve developed 
something I call LAS—Lightning-Assisted Speed. 
That’s inspired running!” 

Randi’s also had run-ins with animals. “One time 
I saw a rattlesnake,” she says. “He was coiled and 7 << 
ready to strike. I leaped right over him, and he oe 
jumped and snapped right under my sneakers.”

No 
way, says Randi. “You have to eat and drink on the 
run,” she says.

“My next 
dream is to skate a safari in 
Africa,” A.J. says.

oe climbers like nothing 
better than dangling by their 
fingernails over thousand-foot 
drops, using moves like 
“laybacks,” “heel hooks” and 
“smears” to grapple their way to 
the top. But while free-climbers 
like altitude, “What we really 
love are problems,” says 
world-champion superclimber 
jim Karns, 26, from Oregon. 

“How high is not important 
in sport climbing,” Jim says. 
“What matters is how difficult 
the climb is.” 

Each rock is rated according 
to how hard it is to climb. Easy 
rocks are rated a 5.5 (like 
climbing big rock stairs with 
handholds) and megahard 
rocks can get a rating of 5.14b 
(like climbing a wall in your 
room and hanging from the 
ceiling). 

The climbs have names that 
sound more like rock bands than 
rocks—LazerBlade, Slayer, 
Scarface and Clash of the Titans. 
And they’re known for giving 
climbers tons of problems: 
smooth walls with no handholds 
and impossible overhangs— 

a rock jutting overhead—to 
climb over and around.

When climbers hit one of 
these overhangs, they simply 
pull their entire bodies up with 
one hand (or even one pinky!) 
by hanging onto whatever 
they can—sometimes nubs of 
rock no bigger than wads of 
old chewing gum. 

Although free-climbers are 
attached to a strong, skinny 
safety rope called a belay line, 
they don’t pull themselves up 
by it. If a climber blows it and 
slips, the rope stops the climber 
in mid fall. But 50-foot drops 
are not uncommon. 

“T fall all the time—15, 20, 
sometimes 50 feet,” Jim says. 
“If you’re not falling, then 
you're not pushing yourself. 
But the coolest thing for me is 
going out and seeing a climb 
that I can’t do and then 
working and practicing until I 
can do what seemed 
impossible before.”

winter’s cold and the 
lack of food. During 
hibernation, animals 
enter this deep sleep that lowers 
their body temperature and 
slows down their heartbeat. This 
conserves energy so they can 
live off the fat in their bodies, 
which is why they really have to 
pig out in the fall. 
Animals wake up several 
times from their deep 
sleep—most often to 

nosh on a little snack 

they’ve stored in their 

pad. They get around 
to waking up for good 
when they feel the warm 
spring weather. 

Bears, bats, chipmunks and 
squirrels aren’t the only ones 
who hibernate—a lot of birds, 
toads, lizards and snakes do, 
too. Some frogs and turtles 
hibernate by burrowing into the 
warm muddy bottom of ponds 
and letting the water freeze 
over them!

On November 30, 1954, an 
8-pound meteorite crashed 
through Mrs. Hewlett Hodges’ 
home in Sylacauga, Alabama, 
striking her on the hip as she 
napped on her couch. But 
meteorites don't usually land 

in your lap—you have to 

look for them. 

Where? [he easiest place to 
find meteorites is in deserts 
where the sand is eroding, 
exposing the underlying rock. 

In the United States, the plains of 
Texas, Kansas and New Mexico 
have produced the most finds. 
What do they look 
like? Meteorites look similar to 
a run-of-the-mill rock, except 
they usually have a “fusion 
crust,” a black outer layer that 
formed as the rock nearly melted 
while crashing to Earth. (In ones 
that have been on Earth longer, 
the crust will have rusted brown.) 
Many meteorites have “pressure 
marks,” often shaped like thumb 
prints, formed during the fall. 
What do they weigh? 
They can weigh as much as 

70 tons or as little as what a dust 
particle weighs. But most rocks 
from outer space are heavy— 
two to three times the weight of a 
comparable Earth rock. 
What's in them? Most 
meteorites contain iron and are 
magnetic. —H.S.

The Energizer 
Bunny—they came up with it. 
The gnarly hurricane in 
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actually a model small enough for a 


real penguin to step on. 


The Abyss—Robert created it. 
They’ve also made flying 
vehicles for Total Recall and even 
the starship Enterprise. 

Like true inventors, they 
build everything from scratch. 
They use all kinds of wild 
materials to get the right look 
for their models and effects. 
Remember the giant baby’s 
guitar in Honey, I Blew 
Up the Kid? It was 
really made out of 
lead and breakaway 
glass, and the neon 
tubing was glued-on spaghetti! 

Mark and Robert say their 
most outrageous creation was 
the evil bouncing ball in Toys. 
They made it by mixing 
computer images and 
mechanics. “It peels like an 
orange and turns into a hula girl 
playing a ukelele that turns into 
a gun,” Robert snickers. “It was a 
bad, mean toy.” 

Sometimes Mark and Robert 
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Thanks to a super-detailed paint job, 


spend months building a 
project—like the miniature 
zoo and evil penguin 


only to see it destroyed in the 
movie. “We took the model 
apart and made a bigger one 
so the camera could move 
through it,” Robert says.
